Louis McLane Merryman 

One of the grand old men of Maryland’s 
horse world passed on with the death of Louis 
McLane Merryman on October 19 at University 
Hospital, Baltimore. He was 70 years old. 

Mr. Merryman was a widely known authority 
on cattle and had a lifetime interest in horses 
and riding. 

A big man with a big voice, Mr. Merryman 
was long a colorful figure at agricultural fairs 
and Maryland’s famed point-to-point races. He 
rode in eight Maryland Hunt Cups. 

Even a broken leg failed to keep him from 
joining in a hunt. 

In 1930, shortly after breaking his leg in a 
fall, Mr. Merryman ignored the concern of his 
friends and took part in a six-hour hunt. He 
used a woman’s side saddle. 

He also served in the Maryland Legislature 
in the 1920’s and as clerk of the court of Balti¬ 
more county. He traveled throughout the United 
States and Canada as a cattle broker and was 
consulted by people from many parts of the 
world for his extensive knowledge of livestock. 

Mr. Merryman was squire of ’’Mint 
Meadows,” his 350-acre farm near Sparks. 

At a testimonial gathering for him two years 
ago. Dr. H. C. Byrd, former president of the 
University of Maryland and now chairman of 
the Tidewater Fisheries Commission, described 
Mr. Merryman as "a man of courage, intelli¬ 
gence, integrity and a sense of loyalty second 
to none.” 

Said another friend: "One thing that stands 
out is that he has a lot of color. He stands out 
in any group. It’s fortunate he’s used it in be¬ 
half of agriculture.” 

Mr. Merryman was born in Baltimore coun¬ 
ty, the son of the late E. Gittings Merryman 
and Emily McLane Merryman. He was in the 
eighth generation of Merrymans in this coun¬ 
try. 

His mother was the daughter of Louis Mc¬ 
Lane, a partner of Wells-Fargo, and the founder 
of the first bank in San Francisco. 
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Young Louis attended the Gilman Country 
School and the Gunnery School, a prep school 
in Washington. He was graduated from Cornell. 

After college he returned to Maryland and 
took up farming. In 1924, he began his cattle 
business. 

In addition to his business and political 
careers, Mr. Merryman served as president of 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural Society 
from 1918 to 1922. His father filled the posi¬ 
tion from 1892 to ’95. He also was a staunch 
supporter of the 4-H clubs in Maryland. 

Mr. Merryman is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Eleanor Mays Merryman and four children, 
Mrs. David Porter Van Ness, of La Puente, 
Cal.; Mrs. Edward R. Stettinius, of Wirral, 
Cheshire, England; John B. Merryman, and 
Pitt McLane Merryman, of Sparks. 

Mr. Merryman’s first wife, Mrs. Josephine 
Brodix Merryman, died in 1953. Another son, 
Louis McLane Merryman, Jr., also died that 
year. 

Funeral services for Mr. Merryman were held 
at the Sherwood Episcopal Church, Cockeys- 
ville. Interment was in the churchyard. 

New Things at Pimlico 

When the first patrons arrive at Pimlico, 
where the fall meeting opens November 14, 
they will find much of interest as the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club continues its program of ex¬ 
pansion and improvement. 

The fans will find: 

A new four-story clubhouse adjoining the 
modern stand erected in 1954. 

This new clubhouse contains: 
a-Two 30-passenger elevators. 
b-A 350-seat dining room. 
c-Boxes and seats for 1,950 customers. 
d-An indoor paddock. 
e-Most modern jockeys’ quarters. 
f-New administration offices. 

The old clubhouse section of the older stand 
is now part of the grandstand. Pimlico will have 
6,926 seats in this area to say nothing of 7,362 
in the old wooden stands and on benches, 
plus 875 in the members’ club, giving the as¬ 
sociation a seating capacity of 17,113. 

Horsemen already have found conditions 
improved for the new season. The track kitchen 
has been completely renovated and enlarged.

T he wind of change: The Rasin 

Committee studying Maryland racing has 
completed its series of hearings with each of the 
State’s 12 racing associations, affiliated Turf 
groups and interested parties, and is now en¬ 
gaged in wading through voluminous reports, 
surveys, recommendations, graphs and the like. 
Just what form the committee’s report to the 
Legislative Council will take when all this ma¬ 
terial is digested no one is prepared to say. 
Little will be known of what to expect until 
the General Assembly convenes in January. 

However, the Rasin Committee has access 
to an arsenal of awesome weapons if it chooses 
to use them. Foremost of these is Thorough¬ 
bred night racing, which, incidentally, is in vio¬ 
lation of the TRA s code of standards adopted 
March 19, 1947. 

As detailed in this space last month, Balti¬ 
more Raceway has proposed to transfer its al¬ 
legiance from harness racing to Thoroughbred 
racing by exchanging its 24 nights of sulky 
sport for 36 nights of flat racing, this to be 
facilitated by the elimination (through equita¬ 
ble purchase) of Cumberland, Hagerstown and 
Bel Air and the reapportionment of other 
tracks’ dates. 

HALF-MILE TRACKS’ HEARING: The 
Baltimore Raceway proposal quickly drew the 
fire of the half-mile associations. Timonium’s 
board of directors voiced the opinion that the 
half-mile circuit should remain intact, with an 
increase in the number of racing days at each 
track. 

Daniel B. Brewster, president of the Mary¬ 
land State Fair and Agricultural Association 
and spokesman for Timonium, stated that none 
of the small tracks presently licensed should be 
forced to discontinue operation, but should one 
or more tracks sell of its own volition, the 
dates from the defunct oval should be shared 
equally by the remaining half-mile associations. 

Although conduits for night racing were 
set in place at the time Timonium’s new grand¬ 
stand was erected, its board of directors sees 
no need for arc-light racing at this time. 

‘*It would be a great mistake to in any way 
curtail the present half-mile circuit,” Brewster 
said. After citing the importance of half-mile 
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racing to the continuity of the agricultural fairs 
throughout Maryland, Brewster continued: 

‘Tor half-mile racing to survive, there must 
be a half-mile circuit of at least the 60 days 
now provided for under the law, and perhaps 
the industry would benefit by the allocation of 
additional days to half-mile racing. These dates 
must be run consecutively and should not be 
split up by the mile track meetings ... It will 
be absolutely impossible for two or three half- 
mile tracks to survive with scattered 12-day 
meetings.” 

HARNESS TRACKS’ HEARING: When 
the four harness tracks sat down to discuss 
their position with the Rasin Committee on 
October 11, Rosecroft, Laurel and Ocean Downs 
evidenced no desire to follow Baltimore Race¬ 
way’s lead and drop harness racing. They did, 
however, advocate additional racing dates and 
a hike from 15 to 16 per cent in pari-mutuel 
take-out. 

Much of the harness tracks’ time with the 
committee was given over to the Baltimore 
Raceway proposal (see October issue). 

After it had been brought out that despite 
Baltimore Raceway’s best promotional efforts 
harness racing was not a success at the Hoff- 
berger plant. Delegate Marvin Mandel, (D., 
Fifth, Baltimore) a Legislative Council mem¬ 
ber, said: "I don’t think that Baltimoreans are 
convinced that harness racing is on the level.” 

This was in line with a comment by John 
W. Miller, Rosecroft president, when he re¬ 
marked: "The people in Baltimore think 
harness racing is crooked. But, actually, it’s 
a very honest sp>ort.” Miller, whose track is the 
most successful harness operation in the State, 
observed, "One of the things which has hurt 
harness racing is the failure of bookmakers to 
take bets. This isn’t because they think the 
sport isn’t honest. It’s because of the hours. 
Bookmakers don’t work at night.” 

In response to the harness tracks’ unanimous 
request for an increase in the take-out, Dr. 
Robert J. Clark, committee advisor, asked: 
"Don’t you think that eventually the customer 
is going to get tired of the increased bite and 
say ‘to heck with it’ and start going to the 
movies?”

Laurel Raceway, Rosecroft and Ocean Downs 
failed to agree with this line of reasoning, pre¬ 
ferring to view the fans to which they cater 
as persons making small wagers who are not 
concerned whether the “take” is 15 or 16 per 
cent. 

MILE TRACKS’ HEARING: As was ex¬ 
pected, the night racing issue also came in for 
considerable attention when the three mile 
tracks met with the committee on October 18. 
Pimlico and Laurel were not at all receptive to 
the Baltimore Raceway proposal, assuming the 
stand that if and when an experiment in night 
racing was deemed advisable, it should be car¬ 
ried on the best possible scale, that is, on a 
major-track level. 

John D. Schapiro, Laurel president who 


favors the elimination of half-mile racing, 
viewed the Raceway proposal as a means “to 
bail out a marginal operation.” He said the 
ultimate intention of Baltimore Raceway is to 
create a fourth mile track, and denounced the 
proposal as “a long, costly, backward step for 
the racing industry in this State.” 

President Donald Lillis, who knows what it 
is to be in minority, was of a more benevolent 
frame of mind. He said: “I think night rac¬ 
ing is going to come. Mr. Hoffberger has 
courage, imagination and money. He should 
get cooperation on his proposal.” 

Both Laurel and Pimlico sought longer rac¬ 
ing seasons. Laurel petitioned for the extension 
of the major-track season from 120 to 150 days. 
Pimlico requested an extension to 180 days. 

Lillis felt that the prevailing season was

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adequate, but added that should any more 
days be allotted to the major-season season, 
Bowie would want one-third of them. Lillis 
said that Bowie had requested it open the 
1961 season January 21 on a five-day-a-week 
basis. After explaining that a dark day each 
week would create a buffer in the event of 
weather-enforced cancellations, he reported that 
he has requested that the eight days lost at 
Bowie due to bad weather this year be added 
to his track s 1961 schedule. 

The Maryland Jockey Club (Pimlico) doc¬ 
umented its request for a 50 per cent exten¬ 
sion of the major-track season by informing 
the committee that the major-circuit tracks are 
responsible for 76 per cent of all pari-mutuel 
wagering in Maryland (and 77.9 per cent of 
racing revenue) while operating only 45 per 
cent of the total allotted racing dates in the 
State. 

Of interest to breeders, the MJC report had 
this to say: 

"One of the major effects of the proposed 
180-day major racing schedule is that it would 
double the racing opportunities for Maryland- 
breds on a circuit on which the minimum purse 
frequently exceeds the maximum purse of 
minor-circuit tracks. It would double the num¬ 
ber of races limited to Maryland-breds and it 
would double the amount of money paid in 


breeders’ awards to Marylanders. It would pro¬ 
vide the incentive and means for Maryland 
breeders to increase the size of their opera¬ 
tion and invest in better stallion and brood¬ 
mare stock. This, in turn, would enhance the 
chances of their produce not only in Maryland 
but in open competition in other states or in 
the all-important auction sales ring.” 

In setting forth its plan for an 180-day sea¬ 
son, Pimlico urged retention of split meetings 
at its track and Laurel to guarantee individual 
tracks an equitable number of non-competitive 
racing dates and assure each track of per¬ 
petuating its famous stakes races at traditional 
times. 

Pimlico’s suggested schedule, which follows, 
provides each of the three major tracks with 
ten Saturdays and full utilization of national 
holidays. It also provides for "an adequate 
period of allotment of dates to minor tracks 
and/or for the inclusion of dates in neighbor¬ 
ing Delaware in the 'local circuit’.”

The second major point in the MJC s pres¬ 
entation was the recommendation rhat the State 
designate one-half of one per cent of its share 
of the pari-mutuel take-out to go into purses 
in addition to the amount which the tracks 
(48 per cent of their 7 per cent of the total 
handle) presently put into purses. 

It was pointed out that while Maryland 
tracks guarantee horseman a higher percentage 
of their (the tracks’) share of mutuel play, 
the aggregate total is actually less than that in 
other areas where the volume of business is 
greater. 

It was brought out that in 1959 the average 
net overnight purse distribution in New York 
was $38,020; in New Jersey, $32,057; in Mary¬ 
land, $26,017. 


Based on a 1959 Maryland daily average han¬ 
dle of $1,030,051, one-half of one per cent 
would be $5,150. This sum, were it to be sub¬ 
tracted from the State’s share of the mutuel 
handle, and added to the sum paid by the tracks 
($26,017), would total $31,1^7—or only $890 
daily less than New Jersey. This would place 
Maryland tracks in a better position to meet 
competition from New Jersey and New York 
for the better stables. 

If the 180-day major-track season were to 
be sanctioned, Pimlico stressed, the State would 
incur no loss of revenue by contributing one- 
half-of one per cent of its share of the take¬ 
out in purses. A 180-day season, based on 1959 
averages, would result in major track wagering 
of $185,409,180. With the State agreeing to

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accept 4Y2 per cent take-out, total tax income 
to the treasury would be $9,733,981. This rep¬ 
resents $2,233,341 more to the State from the 
major circuit than the actual $7,400,640 re¬ 
ceived in 1959. 

BY SAGGY, OUT OF FLORIDA: When 
Mrs. Karherine (not to be confused with 
Edith) Prices Carry Back won the $96,300 
Cowdin Stakes at Belmont, October 3, he ap¬ 
peared to be just about the best two-year-old 
still in training. But it seems he is also a crea¬ 
ture of mood.

$150 board bill, plus an additional $150. Early 
in 1957, Price shipped three mares to Coun¬ 
try Life Farm to be bred to Saggy. And, truth 
to tell, Joppy was the least fancied of the trio. 
But as so often happens, she produced the best 
horse. When pronounced safely in foal, John 
Pons shipped the three mares to Ocala Stud, 
Florida.

Carry Back got to the races early, and al¬ 
most immediately showed promise by finish¬ 
ing second to the Maryland-owned My Old 
Flame in the Florida Breeders’ Stakes. A five- 
furlong track record performance at Garden

State last spring set him up as a full-time 
stakes performer. He placed in a number of 
stakes during the spring and summer but didn’t 
garner his initial added-money victory until 
the Cowdin. 

After the Belmont attraction at seven fur¬ 
longs, Carry Back’s record read: 17 starts, 3 
wins, 4 seconds, 4 thirds and $102,695. He fin¬ 
ished his chore in 1:24, with Bill Hartack in 
the saddle. J. A. Price, husband of the owner, 
trains the colt. 

Just at press time. Carry Back won the 
Garden State, October 29. The winner’s purse 
of $160,782 in the world’s richest race increased 
his earnings to $263,477. 

ALERTED, BY DEFAULT: Ruff Acres 
Farm’s Alerted Girl, a two-year-old daughter 
of Alerted—Girl Crazy, by Blue Swords, backed 
into the second leg of the three-ply New Jersey 
breeders’ stakes series when Anna Dee was dis¬ 
qualified in the Home Bred Handicap at At¬ 
lantic City on October 5. Anna Dee, owned by 
P-W Stable, "won” by a nose but brushed 
Alerted Girl twice, and was placed second. The 
$15,000-added race, at six furlongs, was worth 
$10,582.50 to Ruff Acres Farm, also breeder 
of the filly. 

The victory, achieved in 1:11 4/5, was the 
fourth in a career of 17 starts for the bay 
filly. She has been second twice and third 
four times, earning $35,827. Winner of the 
New Jersey Futurity at Monmouth Park, 
Alerted Girl’s bid for "triple crown” honors 
was thwarted when Mrs. Irene Marone’s Mango 
News beat her a length in the New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes at Garden State Park a week 
after the Home Bred. 

Alerted Girl is trained by S. J. Smith and 
was ridden by Bill Hartack in the Home Bred. 
She is her sire’s first stakes winner. Alerted 
stands at Glade Valley Farm, Inc., Walkersville. 
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HOT DOG: Sanford Stud Farm’s Sun Dog, 
a six-year-old Maryland-bred son of * Hunters 
Moon IV—Sun Dance, by Swashbuckler, won 
his second consecutive Grand National Steeple¬ 
chase Handicap on October 11. The $25,000- 
added stakes was the fifth start and first vic¬ 
tory for the gelding this year. Earlier this 
season he had been second to Muguet II in the 
Beverwyck, second to Gridiron in the Broad 
Hollow, and fourth to Benguala in the Brook 
Handicap. 

Tommy Walsh, nephew of Trainer Mickey 
Walsh and also pilot of Sun Dog in the 1959 
Grand National, bided his time until reaching 
the seventh jump, then began moving on the 
leading Bureaucracy. He hobbled at the water 
jump, but once squared away, he drew off 
with consummate ease to win by 15 lengths. 
His time for the "about 3V& miles” was 
5:54 4/5, constituting a new course record, 
breaking the old standard held by Neji, like-

Bred by Miss Julia M. Fisher, daughter of 
Janon Fisher, Jr., Sun Dog is trained by vet¬ 
eran Holly Hughes. A stakes winner in three 
seasons. Sun Dog has started 46 times, won 
four races, been second 10 times and third 7 
times. He has earned $67,407. 

As a three-year-old. Sun Dog won the Louis 
E. Stoddard. Jr. Stakes upon the disqualifica¬ 
tion of Fitz Eugene Dixon, Jr.’s My Last Try. 
Last year he won the Grand National, then 
run at Aqueduct, at "about three miles.” His 
time—5:42 2/5—established an automatic 

course record at the new track. 

HAGERSTOWN FIGURES: The 12-day 
Hagerstown meeting (Sept. 26-Oct. 8) was a 
highly successful term, the handle showing an 
increase of 25 per cent, while attendance rose 
16 per cent over 1959. Daily average handle 
was $293,771; per diem attendance hit 4,794. 

R. N. Boerner was the leading owner with 
five wins and $3,686; Shirley Payne, with seven 
wins, topped the trainers, and Larry Reynolds 
posted 22 saddle successes to head the riders. 
W. D. Amoss’ Time Clock, winner of two 
races, was the leading money-winning horse 
with $1,638. 

NURSERY TALES: Response to the seven- 
furlong Marlboro Nursery Stakes was so over¬ 
whelming that it became necessary to divide 
the $5,000 added-money feature into four di¬ 
visions, with each segment being endowed 
with $3,000. The Nursery, the only stakes race 


on the Maryland half-mile circuit had been di¬ 
vided before, and one season it was split three 
ways, but in the memory of local observers 
this was the first time that a stakes race had 
been divided into four parts. 

Offered as the closing-day attraction, Octo¬ 
ber 22, the Nursery was carded as the fourth, 
fifth, seventh and eighth races. John W. Calary’s 
home-bred Man o’ Lou, a son of Saggy— 
Louree, by Director J. E., won the first division, 
going right to the front and staying there. 
His time for the seven furlongs was 1:32 4/5, 
fastest of the four divisions. With Jockey 
Stanley Small in the saddle, Man o’ Lou won 
by two lengths over Mrs. J. M. Franklin’s Car- 
roll Road. Ella Dalton’s Labourea and Willow- 
brook Stable’s Winners All were third and 
fourth, respectively. 

The win was the third in Man o’ Lou’s career 
of seven starts. He has been second once and 
third twice, earning $4,845. L. E. (Mandy) 
Torreyson trains the Maryland-bred winner. 
Mr. Calary is from Port Deposit. 

Moaning Low, a chestnut filly by Loser 
Weeper—In the Van, by Occupy, bred at 
Worthington Farms, Glyndon, by E. H. Howes, 
Jr., won the second division by a neck from 
T. E. Gilman’s Draper. Moaning Low is owned 
by Mrs. L. L. Voigt, Jr., and is trained by J. 
Woods Garth. Freddie Kratz rode the winner, 
whose time for the seven furlongs was 1:34 3/5. 

Loser Weeper, also sire of Adapt and Weep¬ 
er’s Jane, first and second in the 1959 Nurs¬ 
ery, was destroyed August 18 following a leg 
fracture. 

After the Nursery, Moaning Low’s record

read: 16 starts, 3 wins, 2 seconds, 2 thirds, and 
$10,385. 

Whereas Man o’ Lou and Moaning Low 
scored as public choices, Pilate Gal’s victory 
in the third division came as very much of a 
surprise. The daughter of Ed’s Pride—First 
Water, by Pilate, was allowed to go off at 23 to 
1 as E. S. Alloway’s Gary Dick (fourth) was 
installed the 2-to-l favorite. Owned and bred 
by Alfred T. Taylor, Pilate Gal gained the lead 
after a half and held off J. N. Andrews, Jr.’s 
Doroja to win by a length and a quarter. Mrs. 
Fendall M. Clagett’s My Paper Doll was third. 

Pilate Gal is owned by A. T. Taylor, Norfolk, 
Virginia, who stands Ed's Pride at his Aldo 
Farm, London Bridge, Virginia. The filly is 
the first winner (at Timonium) saddled by 
C. L. (Chuck) Creswell, Jr., whose father, La¬ 
mar, has bred and owned horses for a number 
of years. Chuck Creswell has been training 
seriously only since July. Pilate Gal provided 
him with his first win on August 27. He won 
three races at Hagerstown and one at Marl¬ 
boro prior to his first stakes success in the 
Nursery. 

Pilate Gal came out of the Nursery with 
this record: 7 starts, 2 wins, 2 seconds and $4,- 
072. Anthony Presti drove her to victory in 
1:33 1/5. She got in under 110 pounds, five 
less than Man o’ Lou and nine less than Moan¬ 
ing Low. 

Wayne Kendrick’s Jeune Occupy (119), 
odds-on choice in the fourth division, dogged 
the pace of Etruscan Night, fought clear of 
close quarters and eked out a neck decision in 
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1 :34 1/5. The filly is a bay daughter of Occupy 
—Jeune Fille, by Agrarian. Bred by Racing 
Commissioner E. Taylor Chewning, she is 
trained by H. T. Shaw and was ridden by the 
promising Negro jockey, Alfred Brown. Andrew 
Serio’s Andy’s Gold was second, a head before 

R. S. Steele’s Etruscan Night. 

Jeune Occupy, a winner at Delaware Park 
and Atlantic City, was accounting for her 
fifth purse and first stakes. She has started 16 
times, been second twice, and third twice, 
earning $12,439. She is Maryland-bred. 

Flamingo Farm’s Madok, winner of the 
Marlboro Handicap a week earlier, accounted 
for the supporting feature, thus nailing down 
the half-mile handicap championship. 

A crowd of 8,803 wagered a record $675,581 
on the final Marlboro card to close out a suc¬ 
cessful meeting. Attendance was up 3.4 per 
cent and the handle took a 4.9 jump over cor¬ 
responding figures last year.

Sun Bahram’s son, Sunmah, 
won the featured Lake Erie Handicap at Hazel 
Park on September 24. . . . Mrs. Edith L. Price’s 
Yes You Will, hero of the Campbell and Carter 
Handicaps, is turned out for the rest of the 
year, as is Mrs George Brown’s Lady’s Maid, 
victress over colts in the Kent Stakes at Dela- 
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ware Park. Both are expected to be ready for 
a spring campaign. . . . The 13-year-old mare, 
Littlewhitclie, dam of the stakes-winning Movi- 
tave, had to be put down a few months ago 
due to a chronic back ailment. The daughter 
of Ramillies—Fibber, by Mate, was owned by 
the Knoll wood Stable of John T. Sadler and 
Irwin M. Grinsfelder.

Call Over 
won the Rowe Memorial, Wilmington, Salva¬ 
tor Mile, Princeton, Quaker City and Trenton 
Handicaps, and $138,220. . . . Bruce S. Camp¬ 
bell, of Lutherville, has augmented his racing 
stable with the purchase of the three-year-old 
Rough’n Tumble colt, Conestoga, winner of 
three stakes this year. . . . Our John Wm., stal¬ 
lion standing at Stymie Manor, was humanely 
destroyed after an injury recently. He was 
named for Owner-Trainer Hirsch Jacobs’ son.

T hose geese I talked about last month 
went over, all right, so there was nothing 
to do but follow them. When I reached Cape 
Hatteras, I was distressed to find that very few 
of my feathered friends had arrived—^pelicans, 
yes, but not many Canadas. And that meant 
that the bronze monsters of the deep, the 
channel bass, weren’t likely to be around, 
either. 

The ocean was there, though, and it was 
filled with plenty of small game that provided 
lively entertainment. The first big one showed 
up the day I had to leave in order to get back 
to Laurel’s first International gathering. 

October 25. Rode with Mr. Joe Hickey to 
Woodmont Golf Club, on Route 240 between 
Bethesda and Rockville. It is not an easy place 
to reach from Baltimore. Coasting slowly along 
Route 240 looking for landmarks, Mr. Hickey 
and I suddenly discovered we were being fol¬ 
lowed by Mr. Jerry Frutkoff, Mr. Bob Elmer 
and Mr. Neil Eskridge, in separate cars and 
all under the delusion that we knew where 
we were going. 

Fortunately, we had calculated the course 
correctly and in due time, curved into the Golf 
Club, leading cortege. 

In previous seasons, I had participated in 
the golfing, but press of work and the miserable 
showing made last year influenced me to stick 
to eating at which I am not so badly out¬ 
classed. 

As a matter of fact, after the 1959 tourna¬ 
ment, I decided to hang up my clubs, which was 
very easily done as they were borrowed. 

The entertainment consisted of out of the 
ordinary hors d'oeuvres, sumptuous supper and 
short speeches. Mr. John Schapiro delineated 
upon his horse-hunting experiences in Europe, 
Mr. Joe Cascarella emceed, and Mr. Bruce 
Livie, chairman of the Racing Commission, 
spoke optimistically about the future of 
Maryland racing. 

While the journey to Woodmont was more 
or less uneventful, the trip home was un¬ 
forgettable. 

Upon hearing the complaints of the Balti¬ 
more contingent regarding the round-about 
course, Mr. Joe Brocator, of the Washington 
Post Times-Herdd volunteered to reveal the 
shortest route to Route 29. 


With Mr. Buddy Brocator driving and Mr. 
Joe Brocator directing, the caravan made up 
and slowly got under way. 

Well sir, the Brocator boys didn’t get lost 
until they were almost off the Woodmont 
parking lot. 

The first turn was a wrong one. This was 
corrected by driving over grass and in no 
time we were in the front yard of the gent who 
keeps Woodmont greens verdant. 

Rarely in automotive history have so many 
cars been jammed into such a small space. 
Such a backing and shifting you never saw. 

About the time we would have been on Route 
29 without the assistance of the Brocators, we 
rolled out of the confines of the Woodmont 
Golf Club. 

Then our guides knew where they were—on 
Route 240. 

When the Messrs. Joe and Buddy had put us 
on what they thought was the right road, or 
were so lost they gave up, they stopped, bid us 
adieu and dashed off to the northwest.

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Mr. Bill Boniface of the Baltimore Sun- 
papers was there with his Mary; Mr. Lou Pond^ 
field of Pimlico with his Rose. Mr. Charles 
Johnson and Mr. Chick Lang of Pimlico were 
there with each other. 

Met Mr. Jack Price, owner of Dorchester 
Farm, which owns Carry Back, a son of Saggy. 
Mr. Price was asked about his chances and re¬ 
plied, "If I hadn’t felt I could win it I wouldn’t 
have put up $10,000." His colt was a supple¬ 
mentary entry. 

The payoff on Carry Back with $18.40. There 
are persons who did not take Mr. Price’s 
advice. 

AMHS Fall Meeting 

The Board of Directors of the Association of 
Maryland Horse Shows, Inc., held its fall meet¬ 
ing on September 22, I960. The Board recom¬ 
mended changes to be considered by the 
American Horse Show Association Rules Com¬ 
mittee in November, and considered desirable 
changes in the AMHS rules. 

Maryland rule changes were as follows: 1. 
The board amended the bylaws to make all 
senior members residing in recognized territory 
eligible to the board and to office. 2. Following 
thorough consideration, it was decided that the 
Eastern Shore Award would not be eliminated 
this year, but that 1961 should serve as a trial 
period. If there is not more participation in 
this division by the end of the 1961 show 
season, the award will be discontinued. 3. The 
board ruled to establish a Stewards Roster in 
addition to the Judges’ Directory in the rule 
book. 4. Pony measurement was revised to con¬ 
form to AHSA Rules. 5. AMHS member shows 
without lighted grounds will be required to 
terminate 30 minutes after sundown. 

A trophy committee consisting of Mrs. W. 
Graham Boyce and Mr. Charles A. Gartrell was 
appointed to recover perpetual trophies from 
shows which are no longer held. These trophies 
are to be given to new shows to be put into 
circulation again. 

The nominating committee appointed for the 
1961 season consists of Mr. Luther W. Shep¬ 
herd, Jr., Mr. Charles A. Gartrell and Mr. 
Lawrence C. Gorrell. 

The Association Banquet will be held at the 
Southern Hotel on Saturday, November 19, 
i 960 for the presentations of AMHS High 
Score Awards. The banquet committee has an¬ 
nounced that plans are well under way for this 
annual affair. 

The new year will get under way at the 
AMHS annual meeting on January 13, 1961.

A portrait of Grand Chal was recently pre¬ 
sented to his owner, Mr. Alfred Smith, by the 
Board of Directors of the Citizens Bank of 
Maryland. The gift was in recognition of Mr. 
Smith’s 15th anniversary as president of the 
bank. 

Grand Chal has been one of the most out¬ 
standing timber horses bred in Maryland. He 
is the son of Chaldese-Grand Alliance by 
Grand Time. Out of his 31 starts he has been 
unplaced only six times, with 16 wins, 7 sec¬ 
onds, and 2 thirds. The victories include the 
Virginia Gold Cup, Radnor Hunt Cup, New 
Jersey Hunt Cup, the Middleburg Hunt Cup, 
and three years in a row he captured the 
Gloucester Fox Hunters Plate at Media. 

The United Hunts awarded Grand Chal the 
timber championship in 1958 and two other 
years he just missed this award by landing in 
second place. The painting, which was done by 
Priscilla Menzies, shows Grand Chal going to 
the post. He is ridden by Joe Aitcheson, who 
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has been part of this winning team. They will 
be back in action next spring to campaign in 
the 1961 timber races. 

Maryland P.H.A. Show 

Although terribly bad weather caused the 
postponement of the show up to September 
25, there was a rather large number of exhibi¬ 
tors and spectators for the annual Professional 
Horsemen’s Association’s Show. 

During the course of the day there was quite 
a bit of excitement, with two falls and very 
interesting jumping in the Knock Down and 
Out class. 

Mr. Isidore Small, of Towson, had a bad spill 
from his horse. Freedom, in an earlier class, 
and Miss Blanche Jarvis s Hi Dawn, fell when 
his bit broke while taking off for a fence. Rider 
Richard Zimmerman, who broke his collar bone 
a few months ago, was not hurt. 

The Knock Down and Out class at this 
show always proves to be an exciting one. Last 
year there were three jump-offs and this year 
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again there were three. Countryside Lane, 
owned by Briarwood Stable and Lariat, now 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Frank D. Hawkins, 
were the contenders. When entering the ring. 
Lariat, ridden by Linky Smith, received an 
ovation from the crowd. For many years this 
great horse has been a favorite of the show 
ring. In the third jump-off, Countryside Lane 
went the whole course up to the last fence, a 
triple bar, which eliminated him. Lariat was 
entered in three classes and won all of them, 
giving him Champion of the Jumper division. 

Passport, owned by Chucky Gore, of Towson, 
was Champion Working Hunter and Junior 
Champion, while Merrily, owned by Mrs. John 
Shallcross, of Glyndon was Champion Green. 
There were four Championship places and all 
four were won by horses which are stabled 
with Linky Smith.

Lord and Lady Baltimore Stakes 

Baltimore Raceway officials announced late 
in July that their 1961 Lord and Lady Balti¬ 
more program will be worth $100,000. 

The stake, which was first presented in 1958, 
will reach maturity in 1961 when there will be 
eight divisions raced. Four of these will be 
in the Lord Baltimore, which is for colts and 
geldings, and four will be in the Lady Balti¬ 
more, which is for fillies only. 

Nominations for the 1961 renewal will close 
on August 15 when the breeders pay five dol¬ 
lars to make their yearlings eligible for the 
stakes program. In spite of its comparative 
newness, the Lord and Lady Baltimore is fast 
becoming recognized as one of the nations 
premier events for two- and three-year-olds. 

Those nominated by August 15 become eligi¬ 
ble to race as two-year-olds in the 1961 Lord 
Baltimore Stake No. 3 and the Lady Baltimore 
Stake No. 2. These same horses will be eligible 
to return in 1962 to compete in the three-year- 
old divisions. The stake encompasses both trot 
and pace sections. 

During the recently completed I960 meet¬ 
ing, six divisions of the stake were presented 
and the total purse distribution was $67,152.50. 
Thus, with two additional three-year-old events 
ticketed next season, the total worth should hit 
the $100,000 mark. 

The I960 stakes was raced at Baltimore dur¬ 
ing Grand Circuit week. Raceway officials are 
looking forward to presenting more Grand 
Circuit racing in 1961. 

Over 1,000 nominating blanks for the Lord 
Baltimore No. 3 and the Lady Baltimore No. 2 
have been mailed and the first nominations 
have already reached the raceway. 
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Maryland Fall Sales 

In the three sessions of the Maryland Fall 
Sales, at Timonium, October 10 and 11, 199 
horses passed through the ring. The lot brought 
$297,700 for an average of $1,496. 

There were 104 yearlings that brought $176,- 
000, averaging $1,692; 23 racehorses went for 
$37,300, averaging $1,638; 56 broodmares 

went for $64,450 for an $1,151 average; 14 
weanlings averaged $961 and totaled $13,450, 
and two stallions brought $6,100. 

Harry Loves colt by *Turn-to brought the 
best price of the sale, $15,000, paid by James 
L. Wiley, agent. 

Beacon Hill Stable’s *Nasrullah stallion was 
purchased by Redrob Farm for $5,700. 

A yearling by *Beechpark, consigned by Hal 
C. B. Clagett was sold for $6,200 to Carmen 
Bartazon and a filly by Citation, offered by L. 
Clay Camp, went to T. Tunney for $6,000. 

Stuart S. Janney, Jr., paid $3j900 for a wean¬ 
ling colt by Faultless—Thalassa, * Heliopolis. 
Brookfield Farm purchased Allusive, a 13-year- 
old full sister to Pictor ( * Challenger II—Lady 
Legend) for $4,500. J. North Fletcher went to 
$6,000 to get Muscidae, a brown Was Admiral 
mare, offered by Cockfield Stable. 

The best price paid for a horse in training 
was the $9,000, Dr. R. H. Farringer gave for 
Blonde Demond, from the Estate of Danny 
Shea.

Extension of Remarks of 
Hon. J. Glenn Beall 
of Maryland 

In the Senate of the United States 
Monday, May 23, I960 

Mr. Beall. Mr. President, I ask unanimous con¬ 
sent to have printed in the Appendix of the RECORD, 
a statement which I have prepared on the Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., International Race, the "Olympic of 
Racing,” held on Veterans Day at the Laurel, Md., 
racetrack. 

There being no objection, the statement was 
ordered to be printed in the RECORD, as follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., INTERNATIONAL RACE 
—THE OLYMPIC OF RACING 

On November 11, Veterans Day in the United 
States, the unique Washington, D. C., International 
Horserace will be presented to the sporting people 
of the world for the ninth time. As each year becomes 
history, global interest shows a decided increase, 
not only among the peoples of the world who breed, 
own, and race thoroughbreds, but also by racing’s 
millions who thoroughly enjoy keen competition 
anywhere. 

By its very nature, the Washington, D. C., Inter¬ 
national is an "Olympic of Racing.” By adding a 
sound sporting idea to modern air transportation, the 
Laurel Racecourse has developed an international 


spectacle already ranked the equal, if not surpassing, 
other worldwide contests featuring representatives 
of various countries in a struggle for global 
supremacy. 

The Washington, D. C., international, witn its 
Olympic overtones, is especially significant this year, 
a year in which the United States engages the na¬ 
tions of the world in athletic prowess. 

Horseracing is not included on the official Olympic 
agenda at Rome, but what could be more fitting than 
for this great Maryland racing classic to serve as an 
Olympic vehicle? Understandably, it would be un¬ 
official. But it isn’t too far-fetched to see this sporting 
equine test, involving all the skill, speed, and stamina 
connected with the ancient Olympics, as a part of 
the games every 4 years, albeit not counted officially. 

The race, begun in 1952 by Laurel President John 
D. Schapiro, was planned with this very idea in 
mind, that the best horses in each country, meeting 
on grass, the natural footing for a thoroughbred, and 
at the classic distance of a mile and a half, should 
have the opportunity of competing for the world 
championship of racing, in the same manner the 
various nations battle for supremacy in other sports. 
This certainly parallels the Olympic pattern. 

Present-day air travel, with its speed and up-to- 
date equipment, has been largely responsible for 
this new era of international racing, but it remained 
for Laurel to do the pioneering and earn the success. 
It has meant work—hard work—and a lot of time, 
but the sporting people of the world now have a race 
of worldwide importance, a race in which the various 
champions of each nation can meet on equal footing 
in a battle for the bluest of all blue ribbons—a world 
championship. 

It is especially fitting that this "Olympic of Rac¬ 
ing” is held on Maryland soil. A small State in size 
and population, Maryland is nevertheless one of the 
Nation’s leading producers of the thoroughbred 
horse. Over 55,000 acres are devoted to this industry, 
and farms range from the 2,500-acre Holly Beach 
farm near Annapolis to the half-acre lot near Ti- 
monium where the fabulous Maryland-bred horse. 
Yes You Will, was raised.
